The budget which was approv- 
ed by the Upland school board 
earlier this month, amounts to 
$151,100 which is nearly a 10 per 
cent increase over the $137,175 
budget last year. 

Raising of teachers’ and other 
employe’s salaries are in the main 
responsible tor the increased bud- 
get this year. Appropriations for 
salaries are $82,800 as compared 
to $70,000 the previous year. How- 
ever, $2,500 of the increase is 
actually a reserve to be used in 
the event tnat due to increased 
enrollment an additional teacher 
may have to be added. 

While salaries were raised the 
appropriation for capital outlay 
was dropped from $18,000 to 


~ $3,000.
